STOCKTON, Cal, March 9.—Full particu- 
lars of the attempt of bandits to hold up 


the east-bound overland train of the South- 


ern Pacific, known as the European mail, 
at 10:20 last night, near Lodi, were received 


here by telephone shortly after the express 


train had left here. The engine of the Buro- 
pean mail rolled into Lodi about 11:6 p. m. 
last night, going very slowly and register 
ing but 40 pounds of steam. The engineer, 
George Andrews, of a freight train that was 
lying there waiting for the overlanfl to pass, 


t aboard and stopped her. A stick of 
— was found on the seat in the cab, 
and it was apparent there had been a hold 
up. The officers took the engine of the 
freight train and went after the train that 
belonged to the unmanned locomotive. They 
got back to Lodi with the train at 12:15 this 
morning, and it proceeded north with its 
own e. The story of the hold-up as told 
by eer Ingles of the mail train is as 
follows: 

THE ENGINEER'S STORY. 

„A short distance south of Castle Switch 
myself and Fireman House were startled 
by a man who crawled over the tender, and 
pointing a pistol at our heads, ordered us to 
stop the train. He was masked. I stopped the 
train and the fellow then ordered us to get 
off, which we did. Two other masked men 
were standing on the ground waiting to re- 
ceive us. They orde us to walk k to 
the express car, che mer telling me to in- 
struct the messenger to open the door, as

I told the 
messenger this, and he opened the door and

Midnight plans were made here for the 
pursuit of the bandits. A posse was th- 
ered quickly and the veteran Sheriff of 
the county, who was absent at the State 
capital, was brought with an additional 
force of officers in à special engine. With 
the aid of two bloodhounds belonging to 
the Sheriff, the officers are confident of 
striking the trail of the robbers soon. 

The scene of the attempted robbery is 
level and for the most part under cultiva- 
tion.

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THE COST OF BAD GOVER NMENT. 


If the late Congress had cost the coun- 
try only $86,765,856.88, which is the 
amount its appropriations fell below 
those of the Reed Congress, the country 
would still be a loser by the expenditure. 

The actual amount appropriated— 
something over $990,000,000—is not far 
from $1,000,000,000 too much to pay for 
such work. But even this enormous sum 
does not represent the total cost of the 
Government to the tax-payers during 
the last two years. 

The bond syndicate received a rake-off 
of not less than 316,000, 000 on its bunco 
game. The Sugar Trust’s share of the 
spolls is known to amount to $40,000,000, 
and there are possibilities in its legisia- 
tive favors which may give it $100,000,000 
of the people's money. The Carnegie 
winnings on rotten armor plate are 
known only to the members of his firm 
and their confidential employes, while 
the rake-offs of other trusts and gov- 
ernmental beneficiaries cannot be accu- 
rately estimated. 

Nor can a fair estimate be placed on 
the losses of the people which were due 
to a failure of Congress to carry out 
their mandate in the matter of tariff 
legislation and to wisely solve the money. 
question. The sum of $2,000,000,000 is 
hardly excessive as an estimate of the 
total cost to the people of the Fifty- 
third Congress. 

With such enormous costs to meet it is 
hardly worth while to expend time and 
energy discussing a paltry difference of 
a few millions in appropriations.

We are especially 

pleased at the action of the Legislature, 

because it crowns with success a cam- 

paign of education which the Post-Dis- 
patch has conducted for years past. 

The judiciary reform bill embodies a 
plan of reforming the Criminal Court 
proposed by the Post-Dispatch before 
the election of Gov. Stone and indorsed 
by him, together with the plan of re- 
forming the system of dramshop license 
collection, which afterwards became a 
law. It was because of the earnest ad- 
vocacy of the Post-Dispatch that the Bar 
Association embodied the merging of the 
Criminal Court into the civil courts in 
their bill for the increase of Circuit 
judges and that public sentiment was 
aroused which overcame the discourag- 
ing situation in the Legislature. 

With this law on the statute book the 
people of St. Louis will net have to wage 
a vain fight against the corrupt and 
criminal influences which constantly 
seek to control the administration of 
justice in the Criminal Court. That 
court will be a part of the Circuit Courts 
and will enjoy the benefit of the good 
influences and the support of the best 
elements which have maintained so high 
a standard of honesty and ability on the 
civil bench. Criminal law will be admin- 
istered as justly as civil law and both 
will have the benefit of an increased 
number of judges. , 
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BUILD THE MARSH JETTIES. 


When the merchants of St. Louis and 
the steamboatmen of the Mississippi 
River demanded the construction and use 
of marsh jetties to maintain navigation 
until ice came, the Government officials 
having the matter of river improvement 
in charge hesitated and finally refused 
because they did not feel authorized to 
make such a large investment. 

They have no such excuse now. Con- 
gress has included in the river and har- 
bor bill the sum of $150,000 for this ex- 
press purpose, and Maj. Allen, stationed 
here, should n at the earliest possible 
moment to utilize the money. 

The public will understand that the 
marsh jetty system is simply the Eads 
plan, except that it is portable. Great 
steel caissons, 300 feet long and 10 feet 
deep, are lowered at impassable points 
in the river, and the water is thereby 
compelled to cut its own channel. And 
by their use navigation which heretofore 
has been suspended in August can be 
prolonged until ice intervenes. The dif- 
ference will be felt in the augmentation 
of river traffic and in all lines of business. 

But it is essential that the work should 
begin at once, in order that the benefit 
may be obtained this year. 
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A POSSIBLE FATAL MEETING.

Representative Drabelle secured the 
passage through the House yesterday after- 
noon of a measure that is calculated to 
revolutionize the present methods of litigat- 
ing trusts of large extent. It is called the 
co-trustee bill, and ts drawn for the 
tection of second and third mo 
holders where the first mor age 
ers are non-residents of the State. At pres- 
ent, if the first mortgage bond-holder is a 
non-resident, living, say, in New York City, 
he may foreclose there, and the second- 
mortgage people must go there to resist 
any act that they hold to be subversive of 
their interests. Mr. Drabelle’s bill provides 
that- resident co-trustee must ap- 
point in all cases where there are two 
Classes of bond-holders, and the first mort- 
gage hondholders “are non-residents.. In 
such case, the co-trustee can be sued with- 
in the State where the property lies, and 
so the interests of the resident second- 
class créditors are to be protected. This, 
of course, will save a eat deal of time 
and money for such resident litigants. 

Representative Steel of Jefferson County 
made several attempts to get his fellow- 
Servant bill before the House yesterday 
afternoon for third reading and passage, 
but on each occasion the pass brigade de- 
feated him.

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TREASURY'S CONDITION, 


Mr. Curtis Wishes to Set Aright Some 
Reports About It. 

WASHINGTON, March 9.—Assistant Sec- 

retary of the Treasury Curtis has made the 


following statement to contradict certain 


reports as git the Treasury's condi- 
tion: 
“I wish to ar that the actual with- 


drawals of gold 1 the Treasury since the 
Ist of March, have been $355,374, of 
which $281,087 hice been for the redem A 
ot United States Treasury notes and 874,280 
for the redemption of United States notes. 
These are not more than the ordinary with- 
drawals, which in the past have usually 
taken place at this season of the year. 
Moreover, during the same period the 
Treasury has received .considerable gold 
coin in exchange for various kinds of paper 
currency. 

The apparent falling off in the gold re- 
serve was caused by a misunderstanding in 
taking up the gold reserve statement of the 
Treasury Department from the daily re- 

rts of transactions sent from the Sub- 

reasury at New York, which should not 
have been included in the gold reserve un- 
til the final certificates of deposit upon 
which bonds could be issued were delivered. 

The Treasury officials have no anxiety 
whatever in regard to the method which is 
and has been pursued by the sellers of the 

old coin under the recent contract. Full 

„000,000 in gold has already been deposit 
on the forel account in excess of the 
contract requirements. 

There is plenty of money in the Treasury 
to pay the appropriations. There is a ques- 
tion of law as to when the — ropriation 
for the payment of the s unty be- 
comes ore . and until t — question is 
settled it wi impossible to ® any 
payment chart — 8 

“The total available cash in the Treasury 
to-day amounts to $83,371,495 over and ahora 
the one hundred millions allowed to cover 
the old reserva, which is $89,745,594.11. 

Treasury officials have no anxiety 
as to Their ab ability to meet all obligations in 
the immediate future with ease, and are 
confident that the expected revival of busi- 
ness will assure the future.“
